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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to Applicant's amendment filed on 10/18/2005. 

2. Claims 1-15 are pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102 (b) as being anticipated by 

Abelow (U.S. pat. No. 5,999,908) in view of Korhammer et al (U.S. Pat. No. 

6,278,982). 

As per claims 1-15, Abelow substantially discloses a product or service that 
contains a microprocessor and a facility for communication, comprising: 
multiple actuators, each of the multiple actuators having an actuator controller that is 
responsive to price information to control an applied force by the actuator on the 
structure (see., col 2, lines 13-27, specifically wherein it is stated that multiple actuators 
or computer hardware, software and communications technologies to construct a 
module that is built into certain products and services, to establish a network); 
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an electrical conductor for transmitting voltage and accumulating charge, referred to as 
a marketwire; the marketwire being connected to each actuator controller to convey 
price information to the actuator controllers by analog variations in electrical 
characteristics of the marketwire (see., col 76, lines 61-65, specialized feedback 
systems may also provides price information, col 70, lines 60-11, col 1, lines 56-67, col 
2, lines 1-5, productivity measures is readable as a sensor). 
Abelow fails to disclose Applicant's newly added limitations wherein said the price 
informationbeing represented on the marketwire by analog fluctuation in an electrical 
caharateristic of the marketwire. However, Korhammer discloses a security trading 
system for consolidation of trading on multiple ECNs and electronic exchange. In the 
closed nature of individual ECNs, there are substantial fluctuations between the prices 
being offered within each ECN and between ECNs (see., Korhammer, abstract, col 3, 
lines 6-31). It would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to modify the product distribution of Abelow by including the 
limitation detailed above as taught by Korhammer because this would determine the 
occurrence of certain types of market events.
